RICHMOND, Ta.,llai-cli 19. 


At daylight this morning when Hayor Ca- 


hom's police were being stationed.Mayor Elli- 
son s police went around and arrested tbein 
all. They also strapped them efthe badges 
and disarmed ttum. Those of the Cahoon 
force who were not caught, took refuse in the 
station-house. At noon the Second Police 
Elation surrendered to the Ellison police. 


Early this morning the IT. S. Marshal serv- 


ed a notice to Mayor Ellison, the Chief of Po- 
lice and City Council, that Cahoon would 
move before Judge Underwood, of the U. S. 
Court, on "Wednesday, for an injunction to re- 
strain them from acting. 


ilayor Cahoon held a Court this- morning, 


as also did Major Ellison. 


There has been no disturbance to.day. 
Gaboon's force is reduced to about 30 men, 


and are shut up in the station-house,and Elli- 
son's force numbering about 250 have posses- 
sion of the city. 


Gov. Walker to-day addressed a letter to 


Gen. Canby, atter stating the fact that the 
military had interfered to prevent the Mayor 
of the city, and qualified according to law 
from perlormingthe duties of his office, in the 
seeming intention of enabling a mere preten- 
der to that office to discharge its duties. 
He 


asserts that this action wft taken without 
any reo.uest of the Legislature, or other civil 
authority of the State, and abks by what law 
or authority Gen. Canby does this. 


General Cany replies that the interference 


was not to aid the contestant but only to pre- 
vent a breach of peace, and his authority for 
such acbon is from the President and Secre- 
tary of War, and precedents which he says he 
has cited to the Governor before. His duty 
he thinks, until matters are adjusted by law, 
is to interfere and preserve the public peace.

NETS- TOUK. March 19. 


A letter from a -well known American fllli- 
bustre, Trtio is now with the Cuban army 
gr.es details of the fight on New Tear's day 
at ilmas, where it appears that by reason of 
the intrenchments across the road and the 
restraining of then- force until Puellos' force 
of 2.000 picied men. en masse, were only 30 
yards distant, the utmost havoc was made in 
the Spanish ranks, 


Gen. Jordan had only 548 men and one 
small cannon. 
• The letter states that three times were the 
well trained Spanish mftntry lit ought to the 
charge in a solid mass in platoons, and as of- 
ten reeled, broke and fell back, fearfully cut 
up by the Cuban fire. 


While Puello was preparing <br a fourth 


charge. Gen. Jordan finding his ammunition 
nearly exhausted, withdrew his men at a 
walk, coolly and calmly, the men highly 
elated with the severe punishment inflicted 
on the enemy. 


Xone fought better in tlie lanks than the 


negroes and Chinese, and General Jordan is 
loud ui his praise of them. 


The Spaniards burned their dead on the 


field, and retreated seven miles to fortify 
themselves in a strong position, where they 
remained two weeks without daring to leave 
their intrenchments even for food, which be- 
came -very scarce. 


Their loss included 200 killed and buried 


on the field, and ISO who died and were bur- 
ied in their refuge. 


This is beyond doubt as our men. disinterred 
the dead to obtain their clothing. A deserter 
confirms this Spanish loss and place their 
wounded at aboUt 300, making their total loss 
exceed the number of our men cn"a<*cd in 
the battle. Our loss was 2 killed and 12 


- wounded. 


The figlit reminded one of the ambush of 


Braddock at Fort Duquesne. and had we an 
abundance of ammunition Puello's command 
would haye been cut off to a man. 


Gen, Jordan, after thus punishinS Pueilo, 


suuseqiiently met Goyenche with his 3000 
ripanish soldiers, and laid the same trap for 
him, but by an accident Goyenche was ena- 
bled to escape with only a loss of 150 men. 
Gen. Joidan is highly indignant at the 


falsehood circulated in American papers by 
Capt.-Gen. De Bodas, that lie had offered to 
surrender.
